There is appropriated from the opioid settlement fund
or a similar fund, if enacted by 2022 Iowa Acts, House File
2573, or similar legislation, to the division of insurance of
the department of commerce, for the fiscal year beginning July
1, 2022, and ending June 30, 2023, the following amount, or so
much thereof as is necessary, for the purposes designated:
- 100,000

b. The division of insurance shall utilize the funds
appropriated under this subsection to perform a comprehensive
study and prepare a comprehensive report on insurance coverage
and payment policies for services related to the treatment of
substance use disorders by commercial insurance companies and
self-funded plans, as well as data on current utilization and
expenditures associated with such benefit plans. The report
shall be submitted to the general assembly by January 1, 2023.

2, Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary, if
legislation is not enacted to create a specific fund for the
deposit of the state portion of moneys paid to the state as a
result of a national settlement of litigation with entities
that manufactured, marketed, sold, distributed, dispensed,
or promoted opioids, made in connection with claims arising

from the manufacturing, marketing, selling, distributing,

dispensing, or promoting of opioids, a sufficient amount of
these moneys received by the state is appropriated to the
division of insurance of the department of commerce for the
fiscal year beginning July 1, 2022, and ending June 30, 2023,
to provide the total amount specified under subsection 1 for
the purposes designated under this section.

3. If sufficient funds are not available through the opioid
settlement fund or a similar fund, if enacted by 2022 Iowa
Acts, House File 2573, or similar legislation, or directly
through the national settlement as specified under subsection
2, there is appropriated from the Iowa coronavirus fiscal
recovery fund created in section 8.57G, to the division
of insurance of the department of commerce for the fiscal
